@aolidge’s battle with the Senate over 
the nomination of Charles Beecher War- 
_ren of Michigan to be Attorney General, 
who was rejected again yesterday by a 
-vote of 46 to 39, passed into history to- 
day when the President named for that 
office his friend and former neighbor, 
John Garibaldi Sargent of Vermont, and 
the Benate ‘objectors joined with Admin- 
istration supporters in open session in 
giving it unanimous approval without a 
tecord vote. ‘Tomorrow, according to 
the outlook tonight, the Senate’s special 
session wil! be adjourned “‘without-day,”’ 
and tired Senators will hurry back to 
their homes.

| day evening that if the Senate again re- 
jected the Warren nomination he would 
offer Mr. Warren a recess appointment 
in the face of the Democratic contention 
that such an appointment would be ille- 
gal, and that Mr. Warren, in a note 
dated this morning had declined the 
offer.

. pressions of satisfaction, tempered by 
Some of the Democrats with the feeling 
that perhaps the country might be in- 
clinéd to ask if the defeat of the Warren 
nomination had been brought about by a 
renewal of thé coalition between Demo- 
cratic Senators with the Le Follette 
group. Some opponenta of Warren did 
hot conceal their happiness. J. Thomas 
Heflin, Senator from Alabama, felt s0 
glad that he crossed over from the Dem- 
Ocratic “io the Republican side of the 
chamber to chat amiably with Republi- 
can Senators. 

The new Attorney Gerieral is nearly 
6 years-old, but a vigorous out-of-doors 
man, a country lawyer with a reputation 

| for legal ability, former Attorney Gen- 
eral of his State, noted for his de- 
termination as a prosecuting officer, a 
Republican of the most regular kind, a 
trout fisherman, a good shot and some- 
thing of a naturalist with a penchant 
_ for collecting birds’ nests. He lives in 
Ludlow, twelve miles from President 
Coolidge’s old home at Plymouth. He 
has known the President since boyhood 
and. is a close friend of the President's 
father, Colonel John Coolidge. 

Mr. Sargent’s Republican regularity 
was shown last year when he sought to 
read out of the Republican Party Sena- 
tor Porter H. Dale and Congressman 
Ernest W. Gibson because they had 
voted to override President Coolidge’s 
veto éf the Soldiers’ Bonus bill, Senator 
Dale being charged with having doubly 
erred against party regularity in voting 
aiso to override President Harding’s 
veto of the same measure when a mem- 
ber of the House of Representatives. 

Mr. Sargent was Chairman of the 
State Republican Convention and it was 
narrated today that he had taken the 
floor in that gatherng to father a reso- 
jution tantamount to the expulsion of 
Senator Dale and Representative Gibson. 
The resolution failed. 


Dale Supports Nominatien. 


Senator Dale, however, showed no bad 
feeling. against Mr. Sargent{ when the 
~pomination was laid before the Senate 
this afternoon. He even told the com-

CHICAGO, March 17.—True  Dills 
charging William Darling Shepherd and 
Dr. C. C. Faiman, head the National 
University of Sciences, with murdering 
young William Nelson McClintock were 
voted by the Grand Jury late today. 
They will be returned before Chief Jus- 
tice Hopkins in the Criminal Court to- 
morrow and the two men will be ar- 
raigned. 

John Jones, head of the Jones Detec- 
tive Agency, which is supposed to have 
been active in threatening witnesses 
during the investigation, was taken into 
custody late this afternoon by detectives 
from the States Attorney’s office, and 
will be questioned, He is considered 
an important witness by the prosecu- 
tion, 

The State authorities today also laid 
plans for the exhumation of the body 
af Mrs. Emma Nelson McClintock, whose 
death placed “‘the millionaire orphan” 
in the hands of the Shepherds. 

Dr. Faiman’s statement today. that he 
had conspired with Shepherd to murder 
the boy for a $100,000 share in the estate 
so altered theories previously held by 
the investigators that an immediate in- 
quiry seemed imperative. 

Exhumation of the body of Dr. Oscar 
Qison, brother of Chief Justice Harry 
kept ‘Coroner‘s 
inquest alive, also was promised. Dr. 
Olson, who. warned young McClintock 
against the Shepherds, died suddenly 
under eircumatances sumpestive of prus-, 
sic acid. 

Faiman Before Grand Jury. 


Dr. Faiman was the first witness to go 
before the Grand Jury when it resumed 
its special session at 2 o'clock. He 
signed an immunity waiver without 
argument-and walked cheerfully into 
the room to repeat the story pried from 
him by Mr. Sharbaro late last night. 
He hesitated a moment as he took up 
the péri to sign the waiver. 

The realization that he had implicated 
himself in a murder case seemed to have 
only a passing effect. He had entirely 
recovered his composure as he walked 
in to testify. 

Late in the day there came virtual 
corroboration of Faiman’s confession, a 
new witness arriving who pointed his 
finger at Shepherd and said: ‘There 
is the man,” just as three others be- 
fore him had done. _ For the fourth time 
Shepherd said, ‘“‘You’re a liar.’’ 

This new witness was Robert White. 
He said he: had sen Shepherd at the

Pomerene Says Sinclair Was in

CHEYENNE, Wyo., March 17.—The 
Government gained a notable victory in 
the Federal Court late this afternoon 
when Judge Kennedy refused to strike 
from the record the testimony, oral 
as well as documentary, dealing with 
the Liberty bends which {tis asserted 
were paid to Alfred B. Fall or his 
associates out of the profits of the 
Continental Trading Company, Ltd, of 
Canada. 

The Government rested its ¢&se at 
3 o'clock and "ihnwediatily thereafter 
John W. Lacey of counsel fpr the Sin- 
clair interests made the motion to strike 
from , the record all references to the 
cash and bond phases of the Teapot 
Dome controversy. 

Former Senator, Pomerene, arguing 
for the admission of the evidence, de- 
nounced the Continental Trading Com- 
pany venture as a sort of “shell-game”’ 
and insisted that of those who took 
part in the Continental deal only one, 
Harry F. Sinclair, had a motive to give 
Mr. Fall any: money, at least so far 
as Government evidence discldses. 

The denunciation of the Continental 
transaction by Mr. Pomerene was un- 
merciful. The inference was legitimate, 
he declared, that the $2,000,000 ‘‘resale’’ 
profits of the Continental went to the 
stock-warrant holders of the corpora- 
tion \and the inference,'he added, was 
equally well grounded that the war- 
rant-holders to whom H. 8. Osler of 
Toronto distributed the money were 
Colonel Robert W. Stewart, Chairman 
of the Board of the Standard Ol 
Company .of Indiana; James E, O'Neil, 
who at the time was President of the 
Prairie Oil and Gas Company; H. M. 
Blackmer, then Chairman of the Board 
of the Midwest Refining Company; 
Mr. Osler and Mr. Sinclair. 


Everhart Wins Silence Plea. 


Both sessions of the Court today were 
enlivened by tilts between opposing coun- 
sel. When the morning session covened, 
Judge Kennedy ruled that Milton B. 
Everhart, son-in-law of Mr. Fall, who 
yesterday refused. to testify on the 
ground that to do so would incriminate 
him, wold have to answer unless he 
could convince the Court that to do so 
would, in fact, tend to incriminate him. 

Thereupon Mr. Everhart informed 
the Court that he himself was a ‘princi- 
pal in the matters involved in the al- 
leged Liberty bond transactions and that 
he was in ‘‘danger” was proved, he in- 
sisted, by the fact that both Mr. Sin- 
clair and Mr, Fall are today under, in- 
dictment for conspiracy in the District 
of Columbia... 

This plea satisfied Judge Kennedy and 
Mr. Everhart was permitted to leave 
the’ stand without answering a single 
question having to do with his receipt 
or deposit of $223,500 in Liberty bonds, 
which the Government charges went tu 
Mr.

FAIRMOUNT, W. Va, March 1i7.— 
Thirty-three men were believed to have 
been killed tonight in an explosion 
which wrecked Mine No. 41 of. the Beth- 
lehem Mines Corporation at. Barrack- 
ville, eight’ miles west of here. 

By midnight the electrict light. plant. 
of the mine, which was wrecked by the 
blast, was in operation again, one of | 
the two main fans was in operation, and 
a bucket was being rigged to send resoue 
men to tha bottem of the S)

It was believed the explosion, one of 
the most terrific in the Fairmount min- 
ing region, was caused by ignited gas. 
First reports indicated that a dynamite 
bomb had been dropped into the shaft. 

R.™M. Lambie,. Chief Mine Inspector 
of West Virginia, scouted the -belfef 
that a dynamite bomb caused the ex- 
plosion. The mine was operated on 
a non-union basis, but no. serious labor 
troubles have developed in this region 
recently. 

The blast wrecked the structuré above 
the mine, débris falling into the shaft. 

escue workers said it would be neéc- 
essary to clear away this fallen tim- 
ber and steel before they could pene- 
trate to the bottom and learn definitely 
whether any men were dead. 


More Explosions Feared, 

It was not believed that rescue work- 
ers would be able to enter the shaft be- 
fore daylight at the earliest.

About 120 Persons Are Hurt by 
Blow-Up of Explosives.

TUNIS, March 17.—The gravest acci- 
dent in years here occurred three miles 
out of Tunis this morning when a truck 
with a trailer laden with seven and one- 
half. tons of cheddite exploded in the 
suburb of Megrine, wrecking a wide dis- 
trict completely and injuring 120. None 
was killed. 

The motor stuck on a bad road and, 
being overheated, caught fire. The 
driver ran to near-by barracks of work- 
ing men for water and gave an alarm, 


which accounts for the lack of fatalities 
the majority of the people rushing out 
of houses before the tremendous shock 
and rain of projectiles caved in the roofs 
and threw down the walls.

AY GERMAN DEFEAT 


“TOAQ4 STRATEGY 


Prof. Delbrueck and Maj. Mayr 
Argue Tiat Offensive Against 
France Was Capital Error. 


GENERAL STAFF CONDEMNED 


Germany and Austria Should Have 
Crushed Russia and Kept Eng- 
land Neutral, They Contend.

BERLIN, March 17.—Germany lost the 
World War because she attacked France 
before smashing Russia, according to 
Major Mayr, a Bavarian attached during 
the war to the German General Staff. 
Mayr has just published his conclusions 
in a magazine article which has won 
complete approval of no less an author- 
ity than Professor Hats Delbriick, ac- 
knowledged to be one of Germany’s fore- 
most experts on military strategy. 

Professor Delbriick published today in 
the Bérsen Courier .a striking article 
praising Major Mayr’s theories, which 
Delbriick declares were held by himself 
during and after the war in the teeth of, 
almost unanimous opposition from Ger- 
man staff experts. The latter always 
maintained, says Delbriick, that Ger- 
many must first ’crush France, since, 
should the German’ armies first attack 
Russia, the Russians would merely re- 
treat into their own country, as in Na- 
poleon’s day, thus neutralizing the Ger- 
man advance and jeopardizing the Ger- 
man western frontier. 

But Major Mayr declares—basing him- 
self on statements by General Danieloff, 
Russian Quartermaster General in 1914— 
that the Russians did not contemplate 
anv suvh big retreat. In fact, their 
co! ander, rand Duke Nicholas, ac- 
cording to Danieloff, was wedded to the 
dea of assuming the offensive and 
would merely have yielded a few fron- 
tier posts to the German advance, after- 
ward passing to the attack. Thus, if the 

rman main forces had been pitted 
against the Russians in August, 1914, 
contends Major bey they would have 
crushed the entire Russian army, free- 
ing themselves and the Austrians for a 
errific blow against the French, who 
meanwhile would have been ineffective- 
ly battéring against the strong German 
defensive in the west. 

Having disposed of the Russians, con- 
tinues Mayr, Germany would have, maie 
short work of the French, all the more 
s0 since England wuwuld have had no 
such incentive to enter the war as was 
aman + her by the German irruption 
nto Belgium and hence might have re- 
mained neutral while the Germans were 
smashing Russia. 

According to Major Mayr, the Germans 
would have hit the Russians so hard fn 
the Summer of 1914 that they would 
have been able to transport part of their 
forces to the western frontier within a 
little more than six weeks of the out- 
break of hostilities. 

Deilbriick goes further than Mayr in 
criticizing the German General Staff's 
decision to attack France before Russia. 
He points out that the decision implied 
theoretically that the Central Powers 
should assume the offensive on the 
Western front and remain on_ the de- 
fensive on the Eastern front. Neverthe- 
less, he declares, this was not carried 
out in practice since, while the rmans 
were on the offensive in France, the en- 
tire Austrian Army was likewise on the 
offensive in the East which brought dis- 
astrous consequences to Austria. Even 
assuming’ that the German General Staff 
was correct in attacking France first 
in 1914,.says Delbritick, the Austrians 
should have remained on the defensive 
against the Russians, which would have 
enabled the Germans to employ several 
Austrian corps on the Western front 
against France. The whole trouble was, 
according to Delbrfick that ‘‘the Ger- 
man General Staff had become ossified 
in mere dogmatism.”’

EX-BAVARIAN PRINCE 
ARRESTED AS PAUPER 


Alexander Hohenlohe-Ochringen 
at Last Reduced to Sleeping on 
a Budapest Park Bench.

BUDAPEST, March 17. — A dirty 
tramp in rags, arrested by the police 
in the small hours of yesterday morn- 
ing on a park bench, was identified by 
@ passport and other documents as 
Prince Alexander Hohenlohe-Oehringen, 
a member of the highest Bavarian no- 
bility. It appears the Prince came here 
last year, soon had to leave his expen- 
sive hotel as he was unable to pay his 
bill, and was successively turned out of 
cheaper lodgings for a similar reason. 
At last a poor laundress, pitying him, 
gave him food and shelter until recently. 

The Prince tried, with the aid of a 
tocal lawyer. to find a wealthy bride in- 
tent on becoming a princess, but the at- 
tempt failea. 

When arrested the Prince was penni- 
less. He will be deported to Austria. 

The Prince formerly was a colonel in 
a Bavarian cavairy regiment. He was 
divorced twice. On marrying a woman 
of bourgeois origin he had to renounce 
his princely rank and received the title 
of Baron Gabelstein from the King of 
Wirttemberg. year he. barely 


escaped arrest in Austria for swindling 
an unemployed bank clerk out of $360. 


. Prince Alexander is a cousin of the 
head of the house of Hohenlohe-Oeh- 
ringer. The latter is fifth in the line, 
which was created by marriage in the 
early part of the nineteenth century by 
Prince Atgust. It is possibly the least 
known of aor of the branches of the 
great mediatized house of Hohenlohe, 
which claims descent from Eberhard, 
one of the early dukes of Franconia. 
The most prominent branch is that of 
Hohenlohe-Schillingsfuerst, one of whose 
members, known simply as Prince Ho- 
henlohe, was Imperial Chancellor follow- 
ing Caprivi, from 1894 till 1900, when he 

ed as a rebuke to Emperor Will- 
iam’s China policy. ‘ 

Prince Alexander was born in Landau, 
Dec. 20, 1871, and his mother, the Coun- 
tess von a? died in bringing 
him into the world, leaving beside him 
three daughters and another son. His 
ather.

ROME, March 17.—Despite the agree- 
ment reached between the Fascist trade 
unions and the representatives of the 
industrialists for a settlement of the 
strike of the engineering trades and 
other workers in Lombardy, the resump- 
tion of work was only partial today, the 
Socialist union having decided to con- 
tinue the strike on its own. Indeed, the 


walkout has spread to. Piedmont, where 
the Socialists called their men out this 
morning. 

The strike, however, is not complete 
even among the members of the Social- 
ist unions, a majority of them in the 
smaller centres having entered the fac- 
tories as usual this mo . In Milan 
and Turin, however, only the Fascisti 
are at work. 

Tomorrow probably will be the eon 
day, ‘the Fascisti having declared the 
intention to see that the resumption of 
work is complete. Doctor Razzaone, one 
of the most influential leaders in the 
Fascist trade union movement in m- 
bardy, said: 

“Tomorrow all factories must be at 
work. Today we did not have recourse 
to our usual methods, because we 
wished to avoid incidents, but tomorrow 
we intend to end the strike which we 
started,”’ 

There is a fair hope, however, of end- 
ing the strike in Turin before the Fas- 
cisti can have recourse to extreme 
measures. The Fiat Motor Company, 
which is the most important industriai 
concern in Piedmont, employing some 
30,000 men, has-shown a willingness to 
come to terms with the strikers by re- 
signing from the Industrialist Federa- 
tion, which has coriducted the negotia- 
tions with the workers. 

Senator Agnelli, President of tne Fiat 
Company, in the letter of resignation, 
says that since the Fiat Company.is by 
far the richest and most powerful of ail 
Piedmontese concerns, it wishes to have 
its hands free to come to an under- 
standing with the workers without feel- 
ing that its concessions necessarily bind 
its colleagues, obliging them to bear 
sacrifices superior to their strength.

The Senate received the Judiciary 
Committee’s report in secret session. 
There was a brief exchange of views 
behind the closed doors which resulted 
in an agreement to confirm the nomi- 
nation in public. The doors were then 
opened and the question of ratifying the 
nomination was put. No Senator said a 
word.. There was no call for a record 
vote, commonly.termed a call for the 
bi s’"' and ‘‘Noes.”’ The Senate re- 
sponded with a low chorus of ‘‘Aye’”’ 
and the nomination was declared to be 
confirmed. The scene was in striking 
contrast to that of yesterday when the 
nomination of Mr. Warren was rejected 
after four hours of tense debate. 


Coolidge Makes Known His Decision. 


Last night the word was passed to 
President Coolidge’s supporters that 
the President would determine by noon 
today what his course would be with 
respect to the Senate’s second rejection 
of the Warren nomination. At noon 
there appeared to be some uncertainty 
as to a decision. People who talked 
with the President got the impression 


that it had. not been settled whether 
Mr. Warren would accept a recess ap- 

intment. But in the noon hour the 

ite House gave to waiting newspaper 
men copies of the letters exchanged 
between the President and Mr. Warren. 
The President’s letter, dated yesterday, 
offered Mr. Warren a recess commis- 
sion. Mr. Warren's letter, dated today, 
declined the tender. 

When the Senate met at noon Senator 
Curtis, the Republican leader, and Sen- 
| ator Robinson, the Democratic leader, 
' were appointed a committee to wait 
{on President Coolidge and inform him 
| that the Senate was ready to adjourn 
land desired to know whéther he had 
anything further to communicate. Just 
before 1 o’clock they returned to the 
Senate with information that the Presi- 
dent would send a communication in 
writing. Soon thereafter this commu- 
nication arrived. It was the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Sargent, and the rules re- 
quired that it should be received only 
in secret session. 

There was a short debate. Senator

Senator Robinson, speaking as the 
Democratic leader, agreed that it would 
be quite regular to have the name read, 
and Senator Moses of New Hampshire 
commented that this was done in the 
case of Mr. Warren. The nomination 
of Mr. Sargent was then read.

Feared a New Controversy. 


Prior to the President's action if send-

This 
spokesman added, however, that the 
President thought he would find a 
man who would be willing to accept.

What is known 
of the situation then prevailing indi- 
cates that on mage anf the President 
had Mr. Sargent defin Tr in mind for 
Attorney General and had communicat- 
ed with him, presumably to ask him if 
he would accept that office in the event 
that Mr. Warren’s name was again re- 
jected. The understanding prevails that 
the President during the week-end pe- 
| egdee contemplated, if he'did not actual- 
y take, that course, making a similar 
offer to-Thomas Walter Swan, dean of 
the Yale Law School. The President's 
decision apparently rested between Mr. 
Sargent and Dean Swan and was de- 
cided in the former’s favor when it was 
agreed between Mr. Coolidge and Mr. 
Warren that it would be unwise for Mr. 
Warren to take a recess appointment. 

President Coolidge’s letter to Mr. War- 
ren, offering him a recess appointment, 
was written after the Senate yesterday 
afternoon had rejected the Warren nom- 
ination.

COOLIDGE HAS, KNOWN 
SARGENT SINCE YOUTH 


They Went te School Together in 
: Vermont and Have Been Inti- 
mate Friends for Years.

WASHINGTON, March 17.—In select- 
ing John G. Sargent as Attorney Gen- 
eral, President Coolidge honored a na- 
tive Vermont lawyer whose legal attain- 
ments, integrity and personal character- 
istics were well known to him. 

Mr. Sargent, while older than the 
President, ‘has been one of hig intimate 
home friends for more than a genera- 
tion. He is the same type of New Eng- 
land lawyer as the President, well 
versed in the law and a lifelong student. 

President Coolidge and he were raised 
in the same mountain atmosphere, and 
they think along the same lines, al- 
though Mr. Sargent differs from the 
President in that he loves the outdoors, 
is a hunter, a fisherman and is known 
as ‘‘a good fellow’’ and a mixer. 

The same academy—the Black River, 
at Ludlow, Vt.—prepared Mr.~Sargent 
for college as it-did the President. The 
former went to Tufts College, while the 
President went to Amherst. The career 
of the two men have followed along the 
same lines. The President’s public life 
followed along legislative and executive 
honors chiefly, while Mr. Sargent oc- 


j cupied himself. principally with the law. 


He is characterized by those who have 
opposed him in court as ‘‘one of the 
best lawyers in New England.’’ 

The new Attorney General {fs 65 years 
old, virile, and active. He has kept him- 
self in the best physical shape by out- 
door activities and by spending his va- 
cations fishing and hunting in his na- 
tive hills. / 

Mr. Sargent was born in Ludlow, Vt., 

, 1860, and was graduated from 
Tufts College in 1887. 

When he entered college’ he-had at- 
tained his full growth, standing 6 feet 
4 inches high and weighing 250 pounds. 
He was one of the oldest men in his 
class and the largest man at Tufts.

At the time of the sale of these bonds 
the credit standing of the St. Paul was 
such that no security was demanded 
other than the _raiiroad’s promise to 
cover the. bonds if any new mortgage 
were executed. 3 

Early in 1915 the directors found it 
necessary to create another mortgage, 
and these outstanding bonds were then 
secured by an additional issue. During 
the war a large part of the French hold- 
ings were exchanged by the railroad for 
bonds of a dollar rather than a franc 
value, and these bonds were repurchased 
in this country. Less than 10 per cent. 
of the entire issue sold abroad is now 
held in France. Since their return to 
the United States the bonds of 1925 have 
been more or less a speculative football, 
having been as high as 82 and as low as 
50 in recent days.

“The Dressmaker From Paris” is an 
example of efficient and sophisticated. 
direction in which Paul Bern has ably 
and subtly balanced his restrained com- 
edy and pathos..-It is such an excellent 
entertainment: that almost anybody who 
had the time would be glad to sit 
through-it twice. The cast, headed by 
Leatrice Joy, has been adroitly handled, 
and the story keeps one constantly on 
the alert.

THE ALSACE ‘SOHOOL STRIKE. 
Catholic sentiment in Alsace-Lor- 
raine has been in ferment ever since 
Premier Herriot announced his inten- 
tion to suppress the French Embassy 
at the Vatican. Last month the 
credits for the embassy were rejected 
by the Chamber of Deputies over the 
heads of twenty-one out of twenty- 
five Deputies from the “ redeemed ’”’ 


o provinces. Yet money was appropri- 


ated for the maintenance of a Chargé 
a’Affaires at the Vatican to represent 
the special interests of . Alsace-Lor- 
raine. This was recognition of a 
special status for the provinces, whose 
relations with Rome remained unaf- 
fected when France in 1905 enacted 
Separation of Church and State. 
Logically, M. Herriot might have 
gone on to permit the retention of 
Catholic instruction in the Govern- 
ment schools, prohibited elsewhere, in 
France. But he has been under pres- 
sure from his Socialist allies, with 
whom, anti-clericalism is still a vital 
creed, and tolerance in Alsace might 
conceivably have led to agitation in 
other sections of France that-aré no 


less fervently Catholic, notably Brit- 


tany. 

‘The institution of ‘‘ interdenomina-. 
tional schools at Colmar in Alsace 
has now elicited a three-day protest 
strike, by pupils and parents. under 
the leadership of the Catholic hier- 
archy. Such a school is-one in which 
the Government offers no religious 
instruction, but in which it may be 
given by all creeds in accordance with 
public demand. The Catholic leaders 
reject the plan as a step to purely 
secular schools, It is a controversy 
in which M. Herrior’s stand would 
probably be backed by a decisive 
majority of the nation if it were not 
a question affecting the “lost prov- 
inces.” It is now. argued that the 
Herriot policy is in danger of alienat- 
ing Alsatian sentiment at a time when 
the closest sentimental ties ar@ needed 
to compensate for the economic dif- 
ficulties following upon the readjust- 
ment of Alsatian allegiance. 

‘The quarrel has already had its ef- 
fects all over France. Catholic and 
anti-Catholic demonstrations have 
taken place, sometimes accompanied 
by bloodshed. An issue which need 
not have been raised so soon may 
thus have an unfavorable reaction on 
the Herriot Government, which is al 
ready faced by financial and economic 
difficulties, including the high cost of 
living. For the moment there is an 
ironic touch in the people of Daupet’s 
‘“‘La Derniére Classe’’ boycotting 
their school classes as a defiance of 
Paris instead of Berlin.

THE AMPHIOXUS. 

‘The little animal which Mr. Basse 
has found far out at sea is not un- 
known on land, especially on the lit- 
toral, where it burrows in the sand. Its 
structure and organs have received the 
most intensive study, because though 
it appears to be without a cranium 
it yet exhibits what appears to be, as 
the scientist would say, a “ primordial 
condition of vertebrate. organization,” 
which partly ‘‘ recapitulates the em- 
‘* bryonic stages of craniate verte- 
“* prates.’’ It is almost a vertebrate. 
It has what is called a ‘‘ cartilaginous 
notochord ’’—that is, a “ longitudinal 
elastic rod of cells '’—which serves as 
a, backbone, but a very supple one. 
Whether it is a “primitive ’’ on its 
way to a higher vertebrate, or a 
** degenerate ’’ with a memory of an 
ancestor who had a backbone, seems 
not to be entirely. agreed upon by 
those assumed to know most about 
this amphibious creature. It seems 
to be able to live in two elements 
and to fall between two kingdoms—a 
little lower than a fish, a little higher 
than a worm. 

Dr, BEEBE speaks of its discovery as 
a ‘‘ good fortune,’’ for this ‘* lowest 
“ form of backbone animal in the world 
“ has never been found at sea.” What 
are the implications, of finding it 
there must await Dr. Bexse’s furthér 
word. We shall. doubtless know little 
more about the amphioxus itself, but 
shall perhaps learn more about that 
region in’which its ancestors lived 
millions of years before man came 





upon the earth. The fossil egg-of. the 
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Mongolian dinosaur and the living heir 
of the Caribbean amphioxus have 4 
like story to tell of an antiquity which 
makes the burial of TuT-ANKH-AMEN 
or SNEFERU seem an item of. news in 
yesterday's paper. 

Did the dinosaur, who came long 
after the amphioxus, perish because of 
its unyielding backbone and the am- 
phioxus live on through the 60,000,000 
years because its backbone was only 
an .elastic cord, yielding to circum- 
stances?

THE COMBAT DEEPENS. 

There is almost a panic among the 
Republican tax raisers at Albany. 
The Republicans of the Assembly are 
viewing with alarm their Fall fences. 
Many of them have been impatient all 
along with the curious performances 
of the Knight-Lowman sages. States- 
men from the cities are getting a hot 
fire from their constituents. Fighting

It voted unani- 
mously to recall from the Governor 
the $4,000,000 Tubercular Cattle bill, 
which, Governor SmiIrH has shown, 
can be cut in two without interfering 
with the slaughter of tubercular ani- 
mals or deferring payment to their 
owners. 

Jacking up taxes, not lowering them, 
is the Senate’s little game. Senator 
NIcoLL, one of the contaminated ur- 
banites, has further abraded the sen- 
sibilities of his bucolic brethren by 
\ bringing in an income tax reduction 
bill of his own. There is strong evi- 
dence that not only Republican As- 
semblymen but some Republican Sen- 
ators who are members’ of the Knight- 
Lowman farm bloc are scared by the 
insistence of the income-tax payers 
that their taxes can and must be re- 
duced, and impressed more and more 
by the gratuitous folly of the new Re- 
publican “ leaders,’’ stubbornly lead- 
ing to Republican division and defeat. 

Captains of the State Grange have 
been transported to Albany to 
strengthen the sagging knees of rural 
legislators. How great is the alarm, 
the fear of Republican retreat, ‘is 
shown by the summoning to the cap- 
ital of the Republican Chief of Staff, 
Mr. Georce K. Morris. He is an ex 
officio member of the Legislature. 
He speaks of it as ‘‘ we.’ Is he try- 
ing to steady his disordered “ cohorts,”’ 
trying to check an imminent ske- 
daddle? Or will he have to consent to 
@ masterly surrender? One thing is 
clear: Governor SMITH has_ the 
strongest kind of Republican support 
in the cities. He is trying to carry 
out the prime national Republican 
policy of-lower taxes. In resisting 
that policy and playing into the hands 
of a class, the Republican “ leaders ” 
at Albany are making an almost in- 
credible exhibition of economic and 
political fatuity. There is still time 
for an eleventh-hour repentance. 








THE “POTENTIAL ENEMIES” 
PACT. 

While Europe still talks about an 
arms conference a new idea is emerg- 
ing, with a new bearing upon the 
basic problem of security. Mr. CHAM- 
BERLAIN first indicated it prominently 
at Geneva. The protocol was too 
** logical,’’ too grandiose—and too du- 
bious. Instead of undertaking to 
stamp out all wars, why not ¢concen- 
trate upon the simpler and _ specific 
task of keeping the peace in Western 
Europe, where peace is most impor- 
tant—and most likely to be broken? 
** In the opinion of his Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment,’’ Mr. CHAMBERLAIN | said, 
** these objects can best be attained 
“by knitting together the nations 
“most immediately concerned, and 
“whose differences might lead to a 
“ renewal of strife, by means of trea- 
“ties framed with the sole object of 
“ maintaining as between themselves 
“ unbroken peace.’’ This was not put 
forward as a substitute for the great 
aim and end of the League, but rather 
as a different point of attack on fts 
present’ problems. As Mr. CHAMBER- 
LAIN put it, “If the Covenant as it 
“ stands does not supply adequate ma- 
“chinery for preserving peace in all 
“conceivable cases, why’ not keep 
* after it till it does? ’’ 

The idea is not wholly new. As 
.Professor SHOTWELL stated in his let- 
ter which we printed yesterday, it was 
contained in the ‘* American plan ’’ 
drawn up a year ago as a substitute 
for the draft Treaty of Mutual Assis- 
tance of 1923. “ The American group 
pointed out,’’ ‘he says, ‘‘ that pacts of 
““non-aggression between potential 
‘“‘enemies offered a mdére important 
“ field of international agreement than 
““any between mere friends.’’ Ger- 
many, of course, is to be included. - It 
has long been evident that the intelli-” 
gent and responsible opinion of the 
German’ Republic favors a peace of 
justice. This was manifest in the 
Cuno offer of 1922, that the Govern- 
ment, backed by a plebiscite, bind it- 
self not to invade France. Bonar Law 
proved unsympathetic and Porncare 
‘was ‘bent upon the Ruhr adventure. 
But last September a similar spirit 
was evinced in the proposal that Ger- 





** potential enemies ’’ of Western Hu- 
rope is itself, by .no means simple. 
French nerves are still “jumpy” at 
the thought. of Germany. What 
Paris instinctively prefers is-an alli- 
ance with England and Belgium—a 
three-Power ‘“ pact of friends,’’ con- 
ceived in the spirit of the old diplo- 
macy. , From the point of view of 
London, this would amount to a five- 
Power engagement, owing to French 
commitments with Poland and Czecho- 
slovakia; and, in view of the danger 
spot.in the Polish corridor, it would 
be more likely to foment strife than 
allay it. It is said to be the English 
idea that, in order to be an effective 
pledge of peace, the pact shall include 
not only Germany but Italy, making 
seven Powers in all. But in Germany 
also suspicion is rife; even the ques- 
tion of her entrance into the League 
is set with thorns. But when the 
nations next assemble at Geneva, the 
‘* potential enemies ’* pact bids fair 
to. come to the fore—together with 
larger questions of the development 
of the League and the protocol.

JAPAN’S NEW ENVOY. 

The welcome extended to the new 
Japanese Ambassador, Mr. MarTsv- 
paIrRA, on. his arrival in Washington, 
and later by President Cooxipcs, is 
symbolical of this country’s friendly 
feélings for Japan. On his trip across 
the - continent he tndoubtedly = re- 
ceived many tangible expressions of 
this friendship from private ‘individ- 
uals. He has already had the oppor- 
tunity to see that the brusque and 
hafsh methods of Congress last Spring 
were not the manifestation of an in- 
grained national: hostility. Even in 
California, proverbially anti-Japanese, 
he found the people more than cordial. 
* Now that the storm is over it is per- 
haps easier for the J@panese to under- 
stand that, contrary to the opinion so 
widely held: in Japan at the time, there 
was no thought of insulting the Jap- 
anese people by the passage of the 
Immigration Restriction law. Least of 
all was there any tendency to pretend 
that the exclusion measure in any 
way involved a question of racial 
“* superiority '’ or ‘* inferiority.” : As 
a matter of fact, the underlying cause 
of the entire exclusion agitation was 
economic. r 

There is: reason to believe that one 
of the worst features in American- 
Japanese relations, namely, the active 
antagonism of the Californians to the 
Japanese population in that State, has 
been eliminated as a result of the set- 
tlement of the immigration problem. 
Experience has shown, in the case of 
the Chinese, that so soon as the num- 
bers ceased increasing racial oppost- 
tion died down. All true friends of 
Japan, to be sure, cannot but regret 
that this gain has been at the expense 
of such a harsh blow to Japanese 
sensibilities as was dealt last year. But 
it should, at least, make for a better 
understanding between the two peo- 
ples in the future. 

In entering upon his new tasks Am- 
bassador MaTsuparra has the oppor- 
tunity to do much to further friendly 
relations by removing misapprehen- 
sion. He can explain his own people 
to the people of America in the 
full confidence that cordial frank- 
ness is always welcomed’ in this 
country. ‘The experience of such 
Japanese spokesmen as Mr. YuUSuUKE 
TsURUMI, who has lectured in many 
parts of the United States, has shown 
how eager the American public is 
to learn the Japanese point of view. 
At. the same time he will be able to 
explain to his Government, and per- 
haps to his own people, that despite 
the heavy hand of Congress and de- 
spite the ugly jingoism of the yellow 
journals the United States bears no ill 
will toward Japan, but seeks for good 
relations, social and commercial as 
well as diplomatic, between the two 
countries. ° 


THE REPORT ON HOUSING. 

State intervention to meet the 
housing situation—grown. worse dur- 
ing the year for two-thirds of the pop- 
ulation—is the recommendation in 
the report of the State Housing Com- 
mission transmitted to the Legislature 
by Governor SmitH. Some 85,000 new 
apartments in this city were built dur- 
ing the year, but the new space “‘ is 
“made up largely of suites renting 
“ ¢ ® © for $15 and up a room,’’ far be- 
yond the means of most wage earners, 
The.less fortunate are being crowded 
into “ old law ’’ tenements where rents 
are still increasing and in which 
‘* conditions are worse today than 
'they were before the war.” The com- 
mission contends that limited dividend 
companies and certain. cooperative as- 
sociations are the only organizations 
from whose operations tenants have 
derived the benefit of lower rentals, 
but they “are a negligible factor in 
“housing because they cannot. get 
“ adequate capital."

effort to meet the situation. The 
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demonstrated that large-scale opera- 
tions can produce low-priced houses 
at a reasonable profit. Mr, STaBLEr, 
its Controller, states that the first 
six months’ financial report of the big 
Queens development undertaken by 
the company proves that it will net 
between 9 and 10 per cent. on the in- 
vestment with rents as low as $9 a 
room. Unfortunately, no other large 
private interests have profited by this 
notable exaniple. : 

The remedy of State intervention, 
which the Housing Commission sug- 
gests, is repugnant to American ideas. 
But the issue cannot permanently be 
avoided. If private capital does not 
meet a real and widespread public 
need, the public authorities somehow 
must. European Governments have 
been forced to take measures of relief. 
As far back-as 1909 the British Gov- 
ernment made loans up to two-thirds 
the value of the land and contemplated 
buildings constructed by philanthropic, 
cooperative and workingmen’s bodies, 
with interest at only, 8% per cent. 
When that proved inadequate, direct 
subsidies were introduced., Today there 
is still a shortage of over a million 
houses, and the Government has guar- 
anteed subsidies for housing construc- 
tion that will amount to $5,000,000,000 
during the next forty years. Subsi- 
dies for building are-an old story on 
the Continent. City Governments have 
‘pullt and rented houses directly to the 
people, and in some instances have 
actually subsidized their*maintenance. 

Of the three possible stages of Gov- 
ernment intervention—loans, subsidies 
‘and actual operation—the Housing 
Commission’s proposal is the least 
drastic. The report suggests 6 per 
cent. loans by the State or local Gov- 
ernments to limited dividend corpora- 
tions, genuine cooperatives and other 
non-speculative builders. Amendments 
to the State Constitution which would 
allow for this activity are now before 
the Legislature. They will probably 
be defeated at the present session, but 
State ald in some form will be the 
ultimate alternative if private inter- 
ests cannot, meet the acute need.

Equally difficult is ft to understand 
why, as the people for whom Central 
Park is conveniently accessible could 
have had again this year, at no cost to 
the, city, the excellent music that was 
provided for them last year by ‘the gen- 
erosity of the GUGGENHEIMs, the Mayor 
could not have sent the three bands 
whose movements he, ex officio, _con- 
trols, net to Central Park, but to the 
parks in Brooklyn and the other bor- 
oughs to which he wanted to exile the 
Goldman musicians... That would have 
accomplished the worthy end of giving 
concerts to all quarters of the city as 
well as to Manhattan, and no ill feeling 
would have been caused. 

By arousing discussion of this sub- 
ject several dogs it would have been 
wiser to let sleep have been wakened. 
Questions not easy to answer are heard 
already as to the need of diverting 
policemen, firemen and street cleaners 
from their usual tasks to be players 
of musical instruments as the only ser- 
vice rendered by them to their em- 
ployer, the city. The musical union, 
too, which always has cast disapprov- 
ing glances at the municibal bands, is 
beginning to frown quite fiercely as 
its members, behold the likelihood that 
these bands are to displace one composed 
of regular professionals, getting. profes- 
sional and union remuneration. , 

That, in turn, will bring up another 
embarrassing inquiry—why a municipal 
broadcasting station? Such stations 
cost a lot of money, both to install and 
to’ maintain. Of the entertainment, 
musi¢al and other, sent out. from 
JWNYC, all that the most greedy could 
demand is provided free from something 
like a score of stations, privately sup- 
ported, and for the rest it only adver- 
tises‘ the virtues and achievements of 
the Administration, meaning the Mayor. 
‘That has its use, no doubt, but for put 
ting its cost on the public not many or. 
large reasons. instantly suggest them- 
selves to the ‘inquisitive mind of ‘any- 
body not in office.

RADIO INTERFERENCE. 


The Causes of the Weird Nolses 
Heard in New York. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have just read a letter printed in 
Tus Trowes of March 15 referring to 
‘tradio interference’’ and signed by “‘Lis- 
tener-In.’’, Practically all of the inter- 
ference experienced by radio fans in and 
around New York City fe due to two 
factors: commercial and. ship stations 
and to radiating receivers. 

Commercial radio traffic, the sending 
and receiving of messages by radio, is a 
very important service, in which some 
dozen stations and innumerable ships are 
engaged continually. As these commer- 
cial radio stations are in some cases 
five times more powerful than a broad- 
casting station and-1,000 times stronger 
than many an amateur station, it is 
evident that the. interference from this 
gcource is very great; 

Amateur stations are licensed to trans- 
mit between certain hours on wave 
lergths ranging between 5 and 200 
meters. Every operator must possess a 
license, which is issued by the Federal 
authorities only after a test in code, 
radio laws, technical equipment and 
practice of transmitting. Every ama- 
teur is responsible before the law and 
is a skilled radio man. Amateur trans- 
mitting sets do not emit weird shrieks 
and howls, but may be recognized 
through their characteristic shrill dots 
and dashes, which cannot be heard un- 
less the receiver is oscillating. Oscillat- 
ing receivers ure the cause of the howls, 
whistles and other similar noises re- 
ferred to by ‘‘Listener-In.”’ 

These sets, of which there are thou- 
sands in use today, act as miniature 
transmitters, and can in many cases 
spoil the reception of, concerts for-a 
mile or two for every good receiver. 
The use of such receivers is being dis- 
couraged, but so long as they are in 
use the nuisance, which the broadcast 
listener himsetf has brought about, will 
continue. 

*Nor must we overlook the interference 
caused by flashing trolleys, elevators, 
arc lights, X-ray apparatus and hun- 
dreds of other electrical devices which 
send out their electrical disturbances like 
transmitting stations. In a large city 
like New York this interference is con- 
siderable. The amateur ‘is naturally not 
guilty, nor ‘is the trouble easily cor- 


‘rected. 


The average tuning range of a broad- 
cast receiver is from 250 to 600 meters. 
Amateurs cannot transmit above 200. 
Commercial stations start at 600. Un- 
less the broadcast listener has a very 
poor type of tuning set indeed, he 
should be able to tune out any station, 
including the broadcasting ones, and 
more particularly the amateur stations, 
which are below his tuning range. 

Every,amateur its licensed and has a 
call letter. It is an easy matter to log 
him and report him to the proper au- 
thorities if he interferes. No one has 
the right to accuse the amateurs of 
wholesale interference unless there are 
grounds for it. The fact that very few 
amateurs have been reported in the past 
three years of broadcasting proves that 
they are not the cause. 

Broadcast listeners who aré broad- 
minded and educated will look some- 
where else for the trouble and will find 
the amateur ready to cooperate to rec- 
tify a condition of affairs for which 
he has been unjustly accused hundreds 
of times but which even trained engi- 
neers are unable to solve.

THE CONCERTS IN THE PARK. 
Citizene Scan Treatment of Gold- 
ad Band and Guggenheims. 

Te the Editor of The New York Times: 


Many of us read with deep regret to- 


day that the offer of the Guggenheims 
to finance this Summer’s concerts by the 
Goldman Band in Central Park had been 
refused by Mayor Hylan and Chamber- 
lain Berolzheimer. Last year they gave 
$100,000 for this good purpose. 

Until -Sept. 1 I was at St. James’s 
Episcopal Church, Madison Avenue and 
Seventy-first Street, a few steps from 
the park. My family and I were often 
beneficiaries of these great concerts. I 
had an excellent opportunity to mingle 
with the crowds and to know what a 
social and civic force these concerts ex- 
erted on the whole east side and the 
whole city. ;

The 
standards and traditions established by 
the Goldman Band, which have taken 
seven yeara to accomplish, it would be 
too bad to discard. It has occupied a 
unique place in the city Mfe. Mr. Gold- 
man has studied popular tastes without 
being a slave to them. It is a universal 
testimony that he has lifted the brass 
band to a “symphonic plane’”’ not at- 
tained previously in Summer resorts or 
city stands, The people have been led 
to know and prefer good music and 
classic forms, while also feeling that 
the leader was near their own heart. 

It is not disrespectful to deplore the 
substitution of the Police, Street Clean- 
ing and National Biscuit Bands for this 
one which has gradually built up tra- 
ditions and tastes of the people. Surely 
in esthetic matters we may rise above 
race and prejudice. 

The Goldman Band has “made good” 
through painstaking labors, and the 
generosity of the Guggenheims should 
not be lightly turned down in their own 
city. Don’t slight the generosity of our 
fellow-citizens and don’t lower the stand- 
ards and traditions of music in Central 
Park!

FOUND HUMAN BONES 


Dr. Abel Tells at Yale of His 
- Explorations in Caves Near 
Mixnitz, Austria. 


MANY FOSSILIZED ANIMALS 


Bear Whelps and Marmots With 


Thelr Burrows Among Discov- 
erles of Great Ice Age. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEW HAVEN, March 17.—An account 
of important scientific discoveries, made 
by a group of eighteen experts assigned 
by the Austrian Government to direct 
excavation of the Great Dragon and 
other caves near Mixnitz, Austria, was 
given today by Dr. Othenio Abel, Pro- 
fessor of ,Palaeobiology at the Univers- 
ity: of Vienna, who is to deliver six 
lectures at Yale under the auspices of 
the Peabody Museum. 

In 1920, when conditions in Austria 
were at their worst, the Government, 
seeking to lighten the load of the farm- 
‘ers, set out to extract phosphate for 
fertilizer from the Mixnitz Cave region. 
Professor Abel ‘was put in charge and 
nearly 30,000,000 pounds of fossil] guano 
were obtained. Also obtained and of 
great value to the scientific world were 
360,000 pounds of bones from Neander- 
thal men and animals that lived in the 
great Ice Age of 250,000 to 300,000 years 
ago i f 

The experts’ under Dr. Abel” found 
something never before unearthed—two 
hunting stations of Neanderthal man 
and two fireplaces, the latter about 
1,000 feet in from the entrance to 
Dragon Cave and filled with the bones 
of burned animals. Through polished 
patches along the walls of the excava- 
tions the explorers could eng 4 the 
pews followed in the dim past by the

SEEK LAW TO STOP 


CHILD MARRIAGES} 


Bronx Grand Jurors Want City 
Clerks on Plane With Minis- 
ters and Magistrates. 


WOULD DELAY CEREMONIES 


Report Says Three-Day Interval 
After Obtaining License Would 
Permit’ Needed Investigation. 


A State-wide inquiry into the marriage 
of minors, was urged. yesterday by the 
Bronx Grand Jury which has been inves- 
tigating the subject in that borough to 
determine the defects in the administra- 
tion of the State’s marriage laws. 

The presentment, returned to Justice 
John M, Tierney of the Bronx Supreme 
Court, declared the Grand Jury. was 
“deeply impressed with the need for 
thoroughly reconsidering the existing 
statutes," but added: ‘We find, how- 
ever, no evidence of corruption or willful 
wrongdoing on the part of any official 
of the Marriage License Bureau, They 
are performing their work in good faith 
and ability under the law.”” / 

The changes recommended in existing 
‘statutes include: 

(1) That the State place City Clerks 
on the same footing as ministers and 
magistrates who solemnize marriages 
between minors, making it a misde- 
meanor for City Clerks to marry persons 
under the legal age. 

(2) That the State fix a minimum age 
for marriages. 

(3) That the State require~ at least 
three days to elapse between the is- 
suance of a license and.the performance 
of the marriage ceremony. 

(4) That safeguards be thrown’ about 
the issuance of licenses so that City 
Clerks may not be deceived by appli- 
cants as to their ages. 

The Grand Jury admitted that it was 
puzzled by Section 7 of the Domestic 
Relations law, which -District Attorney 
McGeehan declared virtually authorized 
trial marriages in New York.

ITHACA, N. Y., March 17.—Jules H. |) 


Ford, known to the police of two con- 
tinents as ‘Doc’ Waterbury, interna; 
tional crook, “died today in his little 
+ | farmhonse at Enfield, near here. In his 
day he had made large sums of money 
from the victims of his confidence games 
and other swindles, but he died with 
very little except his farm and his auto- 
mobile. 


Since 1923, when he was released from 
Atiburn Prison, he fs said to have “zone 
use of the pleas’ 
of his wife and mother. They were both 
at his bedside when he died. A few 
months ago he was stricken with heart 
disease in California. Because of the 
chronic Bright’s disease from which he 
had suffered for years, he was warned 
that hé had-.no hope to recover. 

He expressed the desire to return to 
the old farm house where he was born, 
in order that he might die there. Ac- 
companied by his wife. he started from 
California to New-York by automobile, 
but became so weak when he reached 
Chicago that he had to make the final 
stage of the journey by train. He 
reached home’ a few weeks ago and 
lingered between life and death until 
this morning. 


Ford was 50 years old.’ He attended 
Cornell University in 1894 and was well 
known as a football “player. He later 
coached several teams in the West. 

Early in his career he ‘went to 
Paris and on his return: posed as a rep- 
resentative of The Associated: Press in 
Washington. Representing to many Con- 
gressmen and Government officials that 
he was acting for The Associated Press 
in preparation for a biographical vol- 
ume, he obtained large sums of money. 
He was indicted for receiving money 
under false pretenses, but escaped. to. 
Europe. On his return through a Ca- 
nadian port,she was arrested and sen- 
tenced to the. Atlanta Penitentiary.- 

Thjs, so far as known, was his first 
arrest and was the first beg wd that pub- 
lic attention was attracted to his ‘spec- 
tacular acts. He was eenanty regard- 
ed as the first of the ‘‘we boys’ who 
represented themselves, as journalists in 
order to “‘shake down’’ public men who 
foolishly believed that contributions of 
money would win them favorable treat- 
ment in the press. ’ 

After leaving Atlanta, he. returned to 
New York and became well known on 
Broadway. His operations were closely 
watched by the police, ,because of re- 
ports of forgeries and various swindles 
in which he won the confidence of un- 
suspecting persons. He was arrested 
later on the charge of abducting a girl 
whom he had promised to pie to 
theatrical managers, but jumped his ‘atuaad 
and fled to Burope ag

Net losses on wheat at Chicago ranged 
from 5% to 11% cents for the day, with 
corn off 2% to 2% cents, oats 2% to 2% 
cents. and rye 8 to 9% cents, the deferred 
deliveries of the latter grain and all 
deliveries of oats selling at a new low 
on the crop, as djd September wheat.

While the order of the Postoffice De- 
partment prohibiting the export of gold 
by mail raised the question yesterday 
in banking circles as to the strict legal- 
ity of the measure, its effects were not 
considered important. from the stand- 
point of holding up or diverting ship- 
ments that ‘have been made by Parcel 
post. 

Gold coin or gold bullion ‘has been re- 
stricted for mailing purposes only by 
the weight limitations and has been re- 
garded as merchandise under postal 
tegulations. The new order prohibits 


tities not exceeding $50 in value. While 
banks have employed the mail service 
the practice has been more oonaral 
among individuals and business con-|/ 
cerns as a measure of convenience. They 
have been able to m shipments of 
this character more rapidly and with 
bong attention to arrangements than in 

he case of the large shipments as 
trelgh t by banks. 

hipment by freight is expensive and 

is known to have had porceas le effects 
on exchange rates. In banking circles 
the feeling that the new ruling might 
serve to retard the rate of gold ship- 
ments was offset by the fact that .the 
banks’ use of the mails for more ‘than 
$50 has not been extensive. 

The effect on the use of the parcel 
post by individuals presented a different 
situation. Since the war thousands of 
persons have taken advantage of the 
parcel post privilege to forward gold 
coin in small quantities to friends and 
relatives. in Europe.

Planes. An pe e was the recent 
shipment of no gy ime worth of 
gold bullion bye 2 “British bank to Swiss 
consignees. he shipment weighed 
around 5,720 ponies and was trans- 
ported by four planes, considerably re- 
ducing the loss of interest attendant 
upon transportation of the gold by the 
ordinary means. 

For single shipments up to $1,000, the 
cost of transporting gold from ‘America 
to other countries by registered mail has 
been cheaper than by freight, but bank-

Rate Structure of All,Common Car- 
riers Subject to. Interstate Com- 
merce Act-to Be Examined. 


Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, March 17.—A com- 
prehensive investigation of rail rates 
was ordered today by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission when it decided 
to undertake an inquiry into the whole 
rate structure of all common carriers 
subject to the Interstate Gommerce act. 

The investigation is being made. by 
direction of Congress and in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the so-called 
Hoch-Smith joint resolution, approved 
by President Coolidge on Jan. 30: 

While no date has been set for the’ 
beginning of the investigation, it is un- 
derstood gl be the purpose of the com 
mission to start almost ieahodhately. It 
announces that it intends to conduct the 
investigation ‘‘in a manner conducive to 
full and orderly development of mate- 
rial facts and with ye re + ale and 
expense to —— and. the 
Government, and as "little Sr ntoctins ef- 
fect upon production, distribution and 
the free flow of commerce as may be 
found practicable.” 

In its order the commission sets forth 
the purposes of the inquiry das follows: 

(a) To determine to what extent 
and in what manner, If any, rates, 
fares’ and charges, and all c ussifica- 
tions, regulations and practices relat- 
ing thereto, herejnafter for brevity 
collectively termed rates, of such com- 
mon carrier for or in respect to the 
transportation or transmission by 
such carriers in interstate or foreign 
commerce of the various classes and - 
kinds of commodities and the various 
classes of traffic, including freight, 
Passenger, mail and express, or a4 
other, similar or dissimilar, may 
unjust, unreasonable, unjustl ¥ dine 
criminatory, unduly preferential or 
otherwise in violation of any provi- 
sion of law, including the joint reso- 
lution aforesaid.

Gren. '! The waiting room, 14 by 10 feet, 

\ fe not largé enough to accommodate the 
“number, who come. Great overcrowding 

“results as well as the éxposure of every 
one in this waiting room to contagious 
disease. In the isolation room, where 
the patients frequently have to wait for 
jan hour, there is a proper amount of 
foom for one patient, but owing to lack 
of space elsewhere four or five patients 
have to be kept there at the same time, 
thereby exposing all to possible ocn- 
fagion.”’ sf 


Children with a contagious disease sent | 


to Willard Parker Hospital frequently 
catch another contagious said 
Miss Howland. She was of the opinion 
that further progress.could not be made 
at the institution without proper facili- 
~ tles to isolate the patients from each 
other. 
Miss Howland reported that the pres- 
ent isolation building ‘‘is not large 
enough, and instead of having a room 
for each patient where they may be 
kept until their cases are diagnosed, 
four beds and a cot, or three beds and 
‘two cots are placed in each room."’ She 
also stated that ‘‘a new morgue is 

‘Needed. The present one contains only 

(2 square feet and is able to serve only 

‘the ordinary needs of the hospital. In 

‘ease of an epidemic it would be totall 

inmadequatc.”’ < 
“The women’s wards in the Kings 

County Hospital are only partially fire- 
proof,’’ said ss Howland. ‘‘They were 
greatly overcrowded, many beds being 

placed in the corridorg intended as a 
larium for the convalescent patients. 

here is so little room between the s 
as. to make it must difficult, for the 

‘nurses to give treatment or surgical 

dressings. There is no room to segre- 

gate the different types of cases and 
clean and septic ones all use the same 
room, 

“The puilding. used as an isolation 
Ward at Riverside Hospital is one of 
two which have been condemned. It is 
non-fireproof, the floors are sagging 

*and there is not sufficient room to keep 

the necessary supplies. Food has to be 
carried such a distance and to so many 
wards that by the time it reaches the 
eeoeets it ig sometimes almost entirely 
not quite cold.’’ 
Miss Howland spores that she found 
¢onditions especially serious on a visit 
the psychopathic ward at Bellevue 
Hospital. Speaking of the observation 
ward in this building, erected in 1816, 
she said: 

‘This building is entirely non-fire- 
roof. A wooden stairway, about four 
eet wide, leads from the basement to 

‘the first floor. Half way up this stair- 

Way are a right-angle turn and land- 
ing. At the left, on the first floor, are 
the criminal psychopathic wards. in 
ease of fire the occupants of these two 
‘wards would all meet on this narrow 

_ stair and have to get by that corner 

“to get out. It would be extremely dif-
